FATALITIES ON VARIOUS RAILWAY LINES. 


, Mich.,. Aug. 15.—[Special.]— 
A fri ‘acvident occurred this afternoon 
about 5°o’clock on the Michigan Central Rail- 
road, fourteen miles east of this city, at the 
Town of Augusta. 
The North Shore limited express going east, 
made pp entirely of palace cars, was running 
at a speed of fifty-five miles an hour when it 


ran into an open switch, and with a térrific 


crash splita freight train heavily loaded into 
a frightful wreck. The limited train has fell 
right of way and makes no stops except at 
important stations, and owing to this fact the 
engineer and fireman were not at all 
apprehensive. The freight train was on a 
long siding, facing west, and the switch at the 
end was all right; but midway to the long 
switch is a second short switch leading to the 
‘siding, and this was open. 

The heavy mogul engine of the limited 
plunged and caught the freight about midway 
its length. It crashed through six freight 
cars and plowed into the east end of the depot 
building, wrecking it badly. The engine 
was thrown over on its side and almost in an 
instant the boiler burst.

The employés of 
the road and even high officials refuse to talk, 
the surgeons alone being willing to give any 
information.

Ter- 
rorized they sprang head foremost through 
the windows in their efforts to escape, and in 
this way several were hurt. A rush was made 
forward, and the engineet, whom all ex- 
pected to find dead, coolly stepped from the 
ruins of his cab and greeted them. He at- 
tempted to apologize to the terrified passen- 
gers for the mishap, but was exonerated from 
all blame, as there was no flagman to warn 
him of the danger. The freight train was in 
charge of Conductor Miller, and it was run- 
ning on the time of the express train. 


FATAL ACCIDENT NEAR ALTON, 


Three Men Killed and Several Fatally In- 
jured in a Railroad Collision. 

Aron, III., Aug. 15.—[Special.]—A collision 
occurred near Clifton Terrace, on the Bluff 
line, in which three lives were lost and many 
persons seriously injured. The Springfield 
express, which left Alton at 5:40, coliided with 
a construction train just above Clifton. Fire- 
man Smith of the passenger train was pinned 
to the boiler head and crushed to death. The 
others killed were Charles McGee of this city, 
who was completely decapitated, and a man 
named Murray, who was crushed to death.

A wrecking train from the Big Four line has 
gone up to the scene of the accident to ren- 
der assistance and the Wabash wrecking train 
is on its way from Springfield.

TAKEN FROM JAIL AND LYNCHED. 
A Murderer Put to Death by a Mob at

Aug. 15.—[Special. ]—Charles 
lynched by a mob cshortly before 
midnight for the murder of Farmer N. R. 
Town this morning. About 11 o’clock seven- 
five men came from the country to the 
town. They were soon joined by 200 
others from. the city and marched directly 
to the jail, ,and the Sheriff, Frank 
Harriman, was there, together with flfteen 
deputies, all of whom were armed. They 
made no display of their weapons. All the 
lynchers were armed with guns and revolvers. 
The Sheriff refused to deliver the keys to the 
jail, but was soon overpowered, the deputies 
offering no resistance to the invaders. 
The crowd. then quickly made its way 
to the cell in which Pratt was con- 
fined, and, seizing him, carried him 
to a wagon, in which he was taken 
about a mile from town, where his hands and 
feet were bound. Harry Town, a 22-year-old 
son of the murdered man, who had come to 
town with the farmers, but a rope around his 
neck. Pratt was then asked if he had any- 
thing to say, and he replied that the Towns 
had wronged him and he was sorry he did not 
kill them all. While he was speaking sume 
one gave the rope a pull and he died with a 
speech unfinished. 

Cuampaton, III., Aug. 15.—[Special.]—A 
serious cutting affray took place at the Homer 
fair late last evening. A young negro of this 
city named Harry Eustis seriously cut a man 
by the name of Dixon. It was reported in 
this city this evening that a crowd had lynched 
the negro.

Van Nostrand, Dentist. He was a constant 
attendant at church and became a social 
favorite. The prize, such as it was, was 
captured—Mrs. Rushbrook, a handsome 
widow of 835 years with a com- 
fortable bank account. they were 
married last evening. After dinner the couple 
began to make preparations to take the mid- 
night express for Elmira, where a week was 
to be spent prior toa European trip. Van 
Nostrand, who was apparently in the happiest 
mood, begged the, bride to excuse him while 
he went tothe depot to arrange for the tick- 
ets, and with many loving injunctions to 
hurry back he left the house and was seen no 
more. He carried with him, she says, $3,000 in 
cash which she gave him a few hours before 
the marriage to bear the expense of a three 
months’ trip. A further surprise was the an- 
nouncement that the fugitive had already a 
wife and boy, 6 years of age, living in Pitts- 
burg. Through some mysterious means wife 
No. 1 discovered his whereabouts and arrived 
here this morning in search of her truant hus- 
band. Van Nostrand at the last moment, itis 
said, heard that his wife was on her way East, 
and it was this that caused his hurried de- 
parture.

FORTY-TWO MORE VOTES. 


ESTIMATED INCREASE IN THE NEXT 
ELECTORAL COLLEGE, 


How the States Will Be Represented Ac- 
cording to the Census Returns—The 
Probable Unit of Representation 181,000 
~The Membership ot the Next House of 
Representatives Likely to Be Fixed at 
355—Gains and Losses in the South and 
West. | 

Wasmmorox, D. C., Aug. 15.—[Special.]— 
Census figures are far enough along to do some 
guessing about the Electoral College. Utah 
and the other Territories can be left ext and 
the total population is still near enough to 
64,000,000 to take those figures as the starting 
point. The tendency seems to be to assume 
that the next Congressional apportionment 
will be made with 181,000 as the basis of rep- 
resentation, and that the membership of the 
House of Representatives will be fixed at 
855. In this event the next Electoral 
College will have 443 members, an in- 
crease of 42. Up to 1880 the number 
was 369, but on the returns of that year the 
limit was raised to 401, or an increase of 32. 
Colorado was the only State which had been 
admitted into the Union in the preceding 
decade, so that with the new States which 
have been added since 1880 an increase in the 
Electoral College of 42 is on practically the 
same basis of population. While 181,000 may 
furnish the unit of representation, it is to be 
remembered that every State, fio matter how 
small its population, must have a representa- 
tion in Congress. Nevada with 40,000 people 
is an instance. It is also to be re- 
called that Congress always has a squab- 
ble in adjusting the fraction of rep- 
resentation. If it make an even division of 
the 181,000 some States will just squeeze in an 
additional member. The nice adjustment of 
all these details in committee makes it impos- 
sible to forecast with certainty the exact 
Electoral vote of most of the States, but the 
probabilities are plain enough. 

The seat of political empire is further West 
than it used to be, but the Mississippi Valley 
hasn’t gone forward quite fast enough to over- 
topple New York with ite big Electoral vote, 
so uncertain that this is the prize for which 
both parties sacrifice everything in Presiden- 
tial eiections. But the chances of electing a 
Republican President without the help of 
New York will be greater hereafter. 

The contribution which the new States will 
make to the Electoral College will be as fol-

In addition to this, California will add one 
member, and probably Oregon. Colorado 
will have one more, Nebraska two, and Min- 
nesota probably three. Kansas will surely 
have its representation increased by one, as 
will Illinois. Iowa and Wisconsin will just 
about hold theirsown. Indiana will have a 
tight squeeze not to do a sum in subtraction 
by taking one from its present number of 
Electors. 

Unless the rough count of Michigan is bad- 
ly off the Wolverine State will be in danger of 
having its representation cut down by two. 
The latest reports from Ohio show that the to- 
tal is swelling and will probably reach 3,000,- 
000, which will just save it from reduced rep- 
resentation. Pennsylvania has shown a larger 
percentage of increase than most of its neigh- 
bors and will be just able to hold its own. 

New ‘York will lose one member, but this 

will be made up by the overflow to New Jersey, 
whith will give that State an increase of one. 
Massachusetts has done so well in keeping up 
its percentage of increase that it almost saves 
New England from loss of prestige. The cal- 
culation is a net loss of two for New England, 
but the people there figure out that State lines 
will cut it down to one, 
The Solid South without the increased basis 
of representation would lose considerable. 
With the increase it will make possibly a slight 
gain. Missouri, Texas, and Arkansas will 
each add one to their electoral strength. 
Maryland seems to have shown a larger pro- 
portionate increase than its neighbors, and 
may have a gain of two. Alabama and Vir- 
ginia are almost certain to show a loss of one, 
while Tennessee won’t have anything to spare 
in keeping its own, Other Southern States on 
the increased basis would probably lose noth- 
ing. But if the Electoral College is increased 
by forty-two and the net gain of the South is 
only three or four there is of course a real 
loss. The same is true of the Eastern States. 
It is all a matter of relative growth, and rela- 
tively the West will be much stronger in the 
Electoral College. 


Estimates Borne Out. 


The estimates of population that were made 
by accomplished statisticians in advance of 
the el umeration are being borne out in a re- 
markable degree by the actual returns as 
they are counted up in the Census Office, 
Superintendent Porter’s estimates of the popu- 
lation of the several States prove in a number 
of instances to have been within 1,000 or 2,000 
of the actual count, Mr. Porter said today: 
“The population of the whole country will 
be in the neighborhood of 64,000,000 when the 
whole story is told by the figures and that will 
demostrate how much the late Samuel S. Cox, 
the father of the census, knew. Mr. Cox, in 
my opinion, knew miore about the census 
than any man that ever touched upon 
that. subject. His estimate of the 
population that would be shown by 
the present census was 64,476,000. That esti- 
mate was made when the census bill was in 
the course of preparation. Mr. Edward At- 
kinson, the well-known statistician, made 
about the same estimate. A later estimate 
made by this office put the population at. 64,- 
442,807. It will be thus seen that the percent- 
age of accuracy is very high. But I do not 
for that reason believe, by any means, in es- 
timating and not counting the population 
every ten years.“ 

The count of the population of the United 

States, Superintendent Porter announced to- 
day, would practically end tonight. Mr. Por- 
ter, however, refuses to give up the result of 
the count because there are 1,000 districts not 
yet in, which may alter the rough card count. 

Nor does Mr. Porter think he will be able to 
make the count public tomorrow for the same 
reason. 

The official rough count of the State of Del- 
aware was today completed by the Census Bu- 

reau. It shows the population of the State to 

be 167,871. The population in 1880 was 146,- 

608, The increase, therefore, has been 21,263, 

or 14.50 per cent. The population of Provi- 

dence, R. I., is 182,043, against 104,857 in 1880; 

an increase of 27,186, or 25.93 per cent. 

The population of Saginaw, Mich., as given 

by the Census Bureau, is 46,169, That place, 

which in 1880 comprised the cities of Saginaw 

and East Saginaw, had a population of 29,541. 

This is a gain during the census period of 16,- 

628, or 56.29 per cent.

HIS DEAD BODY FOUND IN A DITCH. 


J. J. Kirkland of the Fort Wayne Road 
Probably Murdered, 

Crevetanpn, O., Aug. 15.—[Special.]—J. J. 
Kirkland, foreman of the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago railway carpenter shops 
at Crestline, was found dead today face down- 
wards near a bridge crossing a ditch just back 
of his residence. His face was submerged in 
water and his arms extended, and when a post- 
mortem examination was made this afternoon 
no water was found in his stomach or lungs, 
showing that he eame to his death in a way 
other than drowning. 

Mr. Kirkland left the depot last night for 
his home at 12 o’clock, and upon nearing his 
residence met Marshal Lindsay, who talked 
with him a few minutes. Mr. Kirkland never 
reached home, and the supposition is that 
upon crossing the alley, on the corner of which 
he lives, he was sandbagged, as there was a 
contusion of the brain near the temple, with 
coagulated blood, showing marks of viglence. 
His gold watch is missing, together with his 
pocketbook, and it is thought he was murdered 
and his body thrown into the creek. Mr, 
Kirkland was a Mason and a member of the 
Knights of Honor, and has held this position 
with the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
railway company for twenty-five years.

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WALTER d. HORTON’ ACCUSED 0 
DROWNING HIS WIFE AND CHILD. 


He Says They Met Death Accidentally, but 


Circumstantial Evidence Against Him 
Justified His Arrest—An Express Mes- 
senger’s Desperate Battle with a Wild- 
cat—William O. Bacon’s Unhappy Mat- 
rimonial Experience—Another Claimant 
for the Davis Estate. 1 

Sr. Paur., Minn., Aug. 15.— [Special. — 
Walter G. Horton, timber inspector of the 
Northern Pacific railway company, is under 
arrest on the awful charge of having drowned 
his wife and daughter in the Mississippi Rives 
At 8 o’clock last night Horton hired a boat at 
one of the lower docks, put his wife and little 
girl, a child of 8 years, into it, rowed out into 
the current, and rowed away. Nothing further 
was seen of them. At 7 o’elock this morn- 
ing Horton came down from his room at 
Basil Landroche’s, No. 157 Elton avenue, and 
told Mrs. Landroche that his wife and 
child had fallen out of the boat at South Park, 
five miles down the river, aliout’9 :30 last even- 
ing, and, being unable to rescue them, he had 
come back to the city and gone to bed. This 
remarkable coolness, coupled with the fact 
that the boat was a fishing skiff, twenty feet 
long and four feet wide, which it would be 
hard to overturn in still water, excited the 
suspicions of the police and they lost no time 
in placing him under arrest. All the evidence 
adduced is of oue — and makes out a 
very black case agamst Horton. Mrs. Land- 
— * says the couple often quarreled and that 
8 o’clock in the evening was an unusual hour 
to start on a rowing trip on the river. 

Horton says they were married in 1879 and 
lived at Brainerd, Minn. July 3, four years 

, he says he returned home from va- 
rious circumstances became convinced that 
his wife had been untrue to him. He left her 
and she went to Trempealeau, Wis., to live 
with her brother. A short time o they 
agreed, for the sake of the child, to live to- 
gether, and she came to St. Paul. Horton 
tells this story of the drowning: 

„About 9:30, when about five miles down- 
stream, Mabel, my daughter, saw some object 
floating on the water and tried to catch it. 
When my wife saw her leaning over the edge 


of the boat she jumped to catch her and upset 


the boat, all of us going into the water. I did 
not see them again, but floated to a sand bar 
whence I was taken ashore by a man I did 
not know.“ 

The police say the boat could not have been 
tipped over in the manner described, and that 
the water at that point was not deep enough 
to drown anybody. Joseph Anstett, who lives 
three blocks from the scene of the awful 
affair, said: I heard a woman screaming and 
struggling in the water about 9 o’clock, but 
when I reached the water’s all was quiet. 
The water is very shallow at point, only 
three or four feet. My boys often go swim- 
ming there, and wade out almost to the center 
of the river.“ 


ATTACKED BY A WILDCAT, 


An Express Messenger Has a Desperate 
Fight for His Life. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 15.—[Special. ]—Ex- 
press Messenger Taylor on his last run over 
the Chicago and Alton from Kansas City to 
this city had a terrible experience. A pair of 
wildcats were intrusted to his care. They 
were boxed and had been shipped from the 
Indian Territory. When a short distance 
from Kansas City the largest of the brutes 
broke out of the box ana attacked the messen- 
ger, who was unarmed. Taylor seized a 
tarpaulin and held in up before when the 
cat made its spring. This acted as a 
shield and Taylor kicked the brute through the 
canvas as it e ung to the tarpaulin with its 
claws. Again and again it returned to the at- 
tack, being always foiled in its attempt to get 
at the messenger, who kicked it at every op- 
portunity. Partially stunning it @vith re- 
peated kicks from his heavy boots he man- 
aged to throw the tarpaulin over the cat, and 
then, picking up a coupling-pin, belabored it 
till the N animal was glad to crawl 
back into its box. 


LOST HIS. MONEY AND HIS WIFE. 


Experience of William Q. Bacon, Who An- 
swered a Matrimonial Advertisement, 

Sr. Lovig, Moy Aug. 15.—[Special.]—A 
matrimonial advértisement:in a Chicago 
paper got Mr. William Q. Baton into trouble 
and landed him in jail, At the time Mr. 
Bacon saw the advertisement he was living in 
Denver and had accumulated some property. 
He opened a correspondence with the lady, 
Miss Frances M. Davis of Republic, Mo., and 
finally arranged a meeting at Hurst’s Hotel, 
this city. At that time no arrangement was 
entered into, but subsequently Mr. Bacon re- 
moved to Kansas City, where Miss Davis vis- 
ited him and urged immediate marriage; that 
there was a small incumbrance on her proper- 
ty at Republic held by John and Edward 
O’Day, who would foreclose unless payment 
was made. 

The marriage shortly afterwards took place 
and Bacon went to Springfield to release the

He charges all his troubles to the 
O Days" asserting that Ed O'Day wanted to 
marry Frances himself, who is but 19 years 
old and very pretty. 


ANOTHER MRS. DAVIS TURNS UP. 


The Latest Claimant for the Dead Million- 
aire’s Fortune Hails from Wisconsin. 

Hewena, Mont., Aug. 15.—[Special.]—An- 
other claimant for the millions of the late J. 
A. Davis has made herself known. This one 
resides at Kewaunee, Wis., and her claim is 
explained in the following letter, which Coun- 
ty Attorney Nolan received this afternoon :

Congressman was correct when he stated that 
on various occasions the manufacture of tin- 
plate had been started in this country, but 
that it had been crushed out invariably by the 
English manufacturers lowering their prices 
in order to destroy their American rivals.

A third of the Senators, while not opposed 
avowedly to this bill, are against acting on it 
at the present session, not because they love 
this bill the less but because they love the Mo- 
Kinley Tariff bill more. They think the Mc- 
Kinley bill would pass more quickly and with 
less Democratic obstruction if the opposition 
Senators knew the Election bill was not to be 
pressed. In this they may be right. Two of 
these fifteen Senators are from Pennsylvania. 
Of course a tariff bill imposing increased du- 
ties is higher and holier to them than any- 
thing else can be. It has been so for a hun- 
dred years. With them itis “tariff first, pure 
elections second.“ 

These fifteen Senators say that if the Re- 
publican party did promise to secure hon- 
est elections in the Gulf States t also 
promised to pass a tariff bill, and that the 
latter, affecting as it does the pecuniary in- 
terests of every one in the country, should 
have the preference and be given all the spare 
time the Senate has. If the McKinley bill 
were one to revise and reduce the tariff; if it 
were a fulfillment of those pledges made dur- 
ing the campaign of 1888, which brought 
about Republican victory; if it were in ac- 
cord with the speeches and message of the 
President there might be some weight to this 
argument. Unfortunately it is a bill which 
revises and increases, and which aims at the 
substitution of prohibition for protection and 
the encouragement instead of the rooting- 
out of trusts. 

Judging from the remarks which the farm- 
ers are making in private and public, and from 
their complaints about hard times and the dif- 
ficulty of making both ends meet. they will 
not be pleased w:th this preference given to a 
measure which will bear down on them as 
consumers and add something to the cost of 
nearly everything they buy. It does seem as 
if they would prefer to see a bill passed to re- 
store their rights to disfranchised citizens 
rather than one to build up the tin-plate in- 
dustry in the Black Hills, to help a few manu- 
facturers of cutlery in Connecticut, and to 
enable the Linseed Oil Trust to charge five 
cents more a gallon for its goods. 

A majority of the Republican Senators are 
in favor of going ahead and passing the 
Election bill at the present session. If 
the minority cannot be won over by 
arguments, which seems to have been tried 
unsuccessfully, it can be defeated by 
numbers. A caucus is called to decide on 
a line of policy to be pursued. Ordinarily 
the majority rules and the minority submits 
or bolts, Senators Quay and Cameron always 
have upheld the doctrine of submission to 
caucus decrees and have looked on bolting as 
acrime. If a Senatorial caucus were to de- 
cide to go on with the Election law would 
they bolt its action and unite with Democrats 
to defeat a Republican measure? Party men 
like them would never do that. Let the cau- 
cus act and see who will repudiate it and 
train with the Democrats. 

There is time enough to finish the consider- 
ation of the Tariff bill and sweeten it with 
reciprocity and then to act on the Election 
bill. It may make the session a long one, but 
the time will be spent in a good cause. Sena- 
tor Quay thinks Congress should adjourn and 
the members be home electioneering—making 
speeches and explaining their votes. They 
can make a much more effectual canvasa by 
staying at Washington and doing something. 
The passage of a few good bills will aid them 
more than a hundred stump speeches. 


= 
THE DUTY ON POTATOES. 

Ons of the clauses of the McKinley bill to 
which its author pointed with pride as being 
in the interest of the farmer was that which 
raises the duty on potatoes from 15 cents a 
bushel, where it has been for some years, to 
25 cents. That additional 10 cents a bushel, it 
was stated, would protect the farmer from the 
pauper-labor potato of Canada and of Europe. 
Just at this moment, in order to show the 
farmer how McKinley is fooling him, the 
American potato crop turns out to be an ut- 
ter. failure. The country will not begin to 
raise enough to supply the demand. 

This justifies the question: How is the 
farmer to be protected if he has noth- 
ing to protect? When he has no pota- 
toes left to sell how is he to be benefited by 
a duty on them? When he ceases to be a pro- 
ducer of potatoes and becomes a purchaser of 
them, how will the duty protect him? Will it 
not be an injury? He must either go without 
potatoes or he must buy the foreign article 
made more costly by aduty. Unlike a manu- 
facturer who can run his machinery both 
winter and summer, and who can meet an in- 
creased demand with an immediate increased 
supply, the American potato-grower must 
wait till next summer before he can dig an- 
other crop, and he and all others must suffer 
in the meantime by legislation designed to 
protect him. 

The potato crop of this country was short in 
1886-87, and there were heavy importations, 
chiefly from Canada and Scotland. During 
1887-88 eight and a quarter million bushels 
were imported. They did not compete with 
the American product, for there was none left 
to compete with. It had been eaten up. The 
duties on these potatoes were over $1,200, 
Not a cent of that went to the farmers. They 
got no benefit from it. It was taken from the 
pockets of consumers. 

There will be fewer potatoes this year than 
in 1887, and the iraportations will be larger if 
the foreign market can supply the demand. 
The country will take twenty millions if it can 
get them, for the American crop will be clean 
gone by winter. That being the case, how is 
it a protective measure to raise the duty to 25 
cents a bushel and take five million dollars 
from the consumers of potatoes, many of 
whom will be farmers? Is there any excuse 
for putting up the price of one of the neces- 
saries of life thus? 

In view of this failure of the American 
potato crop would it not be wise to take the 
duties off potatoes altogether for a year and 
thus make the price as low as possible to the 
consumer? He will have to pay enough be- 
fore next summer comes without this addi- 
tional quarter of a dollar on the bushel. To 
do this is not to abandon the protective doc- 


tatoes he has nothing to protect, and a duty 
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Congress ought not to hurry the McKinley 
bill through. Day by day facts are upsetting 
its specious theories, and if it could remain 
unacted on a year or so there would not be a 
shred left of that part of it designed “to 
protect the farmer.

In the breezy letter which Senator Hoar has 
written to the Pittsburg editor in regard to 
the codfish story the venerable Massachusetts 
representative takes occasion to vindicate his 
New England heritage. He places it upon 
record that he is of Puritan stock of the 
seventh generation, and though naively pro- 
testing that ius is not wedded thoroughly to 
Calvinism or a firm believer in ite fine points 
he leaves us to infer that there is vouchsafed 
to him some share of that ecstasy and a dim 
glimpse of that beatific vision. Having as- 
serted his birthright Senator Hoar proceeds 
to clinch it by the following confession : 

The chief carnal luxury of my life is in break- 
fasting every Sunday morning with an orthodox 
friend, a lady who has a rare gift for making fish- 
balls and coffee, You unfortunate and benighted 
Pennsylvanians can never know the exquisite 
flavor ofthe codfish, salted, made into balls, and 


eaten of a Sunday morning by a person 
theology is sound and who believes in all the five 


points of Calvinism. I am myself but an un- 
worthy heretic, but Iam of Puritan stock of the 
seventh generation, and there is vouchsafed to 
me also some share of that ecstasy and a dim 
glimpse of that beatific vision. Be assured, my 
benighted Pennsylvania friend, that in that hour 
when the week begins all the terrapin of Phila- 
delphia or Baltimore and all the soft-shelled 
crabs of the Atlantic shore might pull at my 
trousers legs and thrust themselves on my notice 
in vain, ? 

This confession will create a feeling of con- 
sternation in Worcester and Concord and gen- 
@gally throughout New England, as its people 
recognize that by his own admission the Sen- 
ator has strayed from the faith of the fathers 
into heterodox pastures, enticed by the ex- 
quisite flavor of the codfish, salted, and made 
into balls,“ a dish which is unknown Sun- 
day morning in any well-regulated New En- 
gland household. This involuntary declara- 
tion of heresy will be read with sadness in 
Boston, Salem, Beverly, Saugus, Hingham, 
Swampscott, and Marblehead, on Cape Cod, 
at Plymouth, and all along the north shore 
even to Portsmouth and Bar Harbor, as well 
as in the quiet seclusions of Concord, Lexing- 
ton, Acton, and Groton, away to the Connect- 
icut River on the one hand and up to Winni- 
piseogee on the other. In all that stretch of 
territory. the fish-ball is forbidden fruit 
Sunday morning. It is distinctly anti-Puritan, 
and so far relegated to the uses of the churches 
which the Puritan abominated as to be util- 
ized still as the Friday morning dish. Some- 
times it lapses over to Saturday, but never 
gets nearer the Puritan Sunday than that, 
among Puritan stock of the seventh genera- 
tion. There is but one dish for the Sunday 
morning breakfast. It is beans and brown 
bread. It has come down in unbroken de- 
scent from sire to son for 270 years. Pilgrim 
and Puritan alike set the Sunday morning 
fashion long before Gloucester and its cod- 
fish were known. It flavored alike the gentle 
piety of the Pilgrim and the trucu- 
lent theology of the Puritan. It fired 
the witch-hangers of Salem village, inspired 
the sermons of the Mathers, and roused the 
boys onthe Lexington road and at Concord 
bridge as they fired “the shot heard round 
the world.” It lies at the basis of New En- 
gland theology, culture, and enterprise. It is 
beans—beans baked in earthen pots and with 
pork, not dashed off hurriedly in tin-pans and 
stove ovens, but slowly baking all night long 
in great brick ovens and gaining strength and 
richness for the Sunday morning repast. How 
many generations of boys have carried the 
raw materialto the bakery Saturday night 
and Sunday morning brought them home 
hot, succulent, and fragrant, yielding to the 
temptation, even on the holy day, of stealing 
brown ones on the top! What does this de- 
generate Senator from Massachusetts mean, 
boasting his seven-fold Puritan ancestry and 
in the same breath prating of Sunday morn- 
ing fish-balls? He has lapsed from the 
true faith, He is degenerate and hetero- 
dox. Faithless in one, faithless in all. It is 
no apology for his course that he boasts “ all 
“the terrapin of Philadelphia or Baltimore 
„and all the soft-shelled crabs of the Atlantic 
“ shore might pull at my trousers legs and thrust 
“themselves on my notice in vain Sunday 
morning. These are not New England fowl, 
but if a lobster ora clam were to tug at his 
trousers legs we should fear for his virtue, for 
the New Englander of Puritan stock of the 
seventh generation who will boast publicly of 
his attachment to codfish- balls Sunday morn- 
ing would not hesitate to go to the incongru- 
ous length of yielding to the crustacean temp- 
tations of salad or chowder on that same morn- 
ing. Untrne to beans and brown bread he 
would be untrue to every association of the 
day. 


DRAINING THE KANKAKEE MARSHES. 

What are known as the Kankakee marshes, 
beloved by all duck shooters, cover about a 
million acres of land, lying, except an insig- 
nificant fraction, in the State of Indiana. 
Were these marshes drained the value of the 
land would advance from five dollars an acre 
to fifty. The natural outlet for these waters 
isdown the Kankakee and the Illinois to the 
Mississippi, They cannot be disposed of in 
any other way except at great cost. That 
which prevents their flowing off is a limestone 
ridge which runs from north to south just a 
little west of the boundary line. If that were 
out through the drainage would be perfect. 

The owners of these lands wish naturally to 
reduce them to cultivation. It is the interest 
of Indiana that its area of improved lands 
and quantity of taxable values should be in- 
creased. . Therefore there is at the first 
glance nothing which should stand in the way 
of an improvement which will substitute 
wheat and corn for reeds and swamp grass, 
and farmers and their families for hunters. 
But it is claimed that the cutting of a deep 
and wide channel at Momence and the draw- 
ing off of the marsh waters will have two inju- 
rious effects on the Illinois River, which is a 
navigable stream by law, and which it is de- 
sired to make one in fact. If the upper 
waters flow off as freely as it is proposed they 
shall, the Illinois will have more water in 
flood times when water is not needed and 
less in the dry seasons when it is, Nature has 
done for the Illinois what man is doing for 
the Upper Mississippi. It has constructed a 
reservoir which holds back these Kankakee 
floodwaters and regulates the flow. 

It is asserted also, on the authority of good 
engineers, that after the ridge has been cut 
away the waters, flowing with more velocity 
than before, will cut for themselves a deeper 
bed, and that millions of yards of sand and 
silt will be carried down into the Illinois be- 
fore the Kankakee east of the ridge has cut 
its channel down to the underlying clay and 
has adapted itself to the new conditions. 
There is no reason to question the correctness 
of this statement, and any one can see the ef- 
fect which the depositing of this mass will 
have on the navigability of thé Illinois. It 
must necessarily ruin it. 

The State of Illinois and the National Gov- 
ernment have made certain improvements in 
the Lower Illinois. Surveys and estimates 
have been completed for the construction of a 
ship canal in the ‘bed of the river from La 


Salle eastward. The last-named work may be 
deprived of much of its value or may be made

Milinois.. If it will have a bad effect the Gen- 
eral Government should stop the proposed 
work, precisely as it would prevent interfer- 
ences with the navigation of the Mississippi. 
There is no immediate prospect of the cutting 
through of the ridge, so there will be abun- 
dant time to get the information desired. 


THE SOUTH CAROLINA SPLIT. 

The Democratic convention at Columbia, 
S. C., has run against the snag which was 
anticipated. The Tillmanites, having control 
by an immense majority, speedily knocked 
the primary-election scheme in the head. 
They did not go to the extent of nominating 
State officers, but they deposed the old Execu- 
tive Committee and elected a new one, where- 
upon the Straightouts bolted from the con- 
vention and held ope of their own, 

The Straightouts are powerless in the prem- 
es. It is another case of the tail trying to 
wag the dog. The Tillmaniteg carried nearly 
every county in the State for delegates to the 
August convention. They will sweep the State 
for delegates to the September convention 
and will nominate Tillman for Governor and 
an entire Tillman State ticket. They have 
the machinery of election in their own hands, 
and the officeholding ring of itself is power- 
less. It is a feeble minority as against the 
people. After fifteen years of office monop- 
oly, extravagance, corruption, and ballot-box 
trickery of every description it has been over- 
thrown by the farmers and white workingmen 
and its power stripped from ifs hands. In this 
emergency it must pursue one of two courses. 
It must yield to the inevitable and stay away 
from the polls, for it would be absurd to run 
a ticket against the Tillmanites, or it must 
turn to the negroes, who hold the balance of 
power, and make such a trade with them as it 
can. If it does this, then it must allow the 
negroes to vote and protect them at the polls 
and see that their votes are counted fairly and 
thus reverse the policy which it has followed 
for yearsof terrorizing, bulldozing, disfran- 
chising, and cheating them. It is safe to say 
the straightout Bourbons will choose this course 
as the least of two evils and thus place them- 
selves on record as not afraid of the danger to 
home rule. The Republicans of South Carolina 
now have the opportunity in their hands of se- 
curing justice and their rights. Let them 
make good and prudent use of it. Their 
ancient enemy is hopelessly divided, and if 
they have wise and skillful leadership in im- 
proving the opportunity which fate has placed 
in their hands they not only may reap present 
reward, but so change the drift of politics in 
South Carolina as to make their present ad- 
vantage permanently profitable to themselves. 


PAYING THE VETERANS IN GOLD. 

Gen. Butler has been telling the soldiers of 
the Grand Army that they should not bother 
their heads about pensions, service or de- 
pendent, but make a united effort to get from 
the Government what, according to his 
statement, were their rights, secured by con- 
tract. The man who bought a United States 
bond in 1862 and paid for it in depreciated pa- 
per received the face of the bond and the in- 
terest therecn in gold. Butler thinks the 
Union soldier was entitled to the same treat- 
ment, and that he should demand and get now 
the difference between the real and gold value 
of the thirteen’ paper dollars paid him per 
month. As gold ote rose to 285@and was for 
a long time above 150, and as there were at 
times a million men under arms, it will be 
seen that the claim will not be a small one. If 
interest is asked for on these deferred pay- 
ments the total will be much larger. 

Here is occupation for the idle arithmeti, 

cians. Let them take the number of men in’ 
the service each month in the year, and the 
depreciation of the currency for each month, 
and thus ascertain how much is owing to the 
soldiers according to Gen. Butler. It is prob- 
able that the bravest will hold his breath fora 
time when he has made his computation and 
compared it with the revenues. How long it 
would take to figure out the amount due to 
each man whose name appears on the muster 
rolls and how many clerks it would require 
to do the work are matters past all conjec- 
ture.

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ANTI-LOTTERY BILL HAS THE 
FLOOR IN THE HOUSE, 


Its Fate Depends on the Power of Its 
Friends to Maintain a Quorum—Dilatory 
Tactics of the Democrats in the House— 
The President's Purtiality for Officers 
Having Volunteer Records—Capt. Milti- 
more’s Sentence of Dismissal Approved 
by the President—Other Army Gossip. 

Wasuinctor, D. C., Aug. 15.—[Special. }— 
The attorneys of the lottery companies were 
at the Capitol early this morning and moved 
about actively among members on the floor 
of the House up to within five minutes of the 
time when the Speaker called House to 
order. It is surmised that their object was to 
urge their friends to be on hand tomorrow to 
do what they can to defeat the consideration 
of the Anti-Lottery bill. The course pursued 
by members today in preventing a final vote 
on the bill which sends to the Court of Claims 
the war claim of Nat McKay, the Philadelphia 
shipbuilder, played into the hands of the lot- 
tery people, though this was probably not the 
design of Mr. Springer, the leader of the op- 
position to McKay. But the result is that the

for tomorrow and may take up a 

good part of the day, which was to 

have been devoted wholly to the Anti 

Lottery bill.

A Scrap of History. 


There is a scrap of contemporaneous history 
worth mentioning in brief, because it shows 
Wilsof’s intense desire to get the best of every- 
body and everything that comes under his eye. 
Late in the war Crawford County offered a 
premium of $500 each for volunteers, and quite 
a number accepted the proposition. The men 
had to go to Olney to be examined and sworn 
into service. Carroll Wilson, ex-member of 
the Illinois Senate, was the County Clerk at 
the time, and he accompanied the party to 
Olney. His mission was to issue a county 
order for $500 to each acce recruit until 
enough were received to fill the quota of Craw- 
ford under the draft. Ed Wilson was Carroll’s 
cousin, and he invited Carroll to make his 
office headquarters during his stay in 
Olney. The recruits were examin in 
Wilson’s office, and such of them as were ac- 
cepted were sworn into service and paid by 
Carroll Wilson with Crawford County war- 
rants. The whole proceeding occupied less 
than aday, and when all was over Carroll 
Wilson thanked his cousin Ed for his courtesy 
and returned to Robinson. Ed Wilson was 
not satisfied with mere verbal thanks, pre- 
ferri something more substantial. So he 
brought a suit in the Circuit Court of Craw- 
ford County claiming $500 or such a matter 
for alleged services and the use of his office. 
The county resisted, of course, and Wilson 
took a change of venue to Lawrence County. 
This was in April, 1867. The County Clerk of 
Crawford employed a couple of lawyers over 
in Lawrence to defend the suit. They inter- 
posed a plea of the general issue, and never 
again ap case was allowed to go 
by virtual default, and Wilson got a 1 
against Crawford for $167 for his 
services. 


The Porterfield Scrip Episode. 

Twenty years ago Mr. Wilson’s zeal to 
amass a fortune got the better of his judg- 
ment he made the mistake of his life, one 
that condemns him in the mind of every fair- 
minded person and renders his election to an 
office of trust in this locality an absolute im- 
possibility.

He respects 
no man, but renders obeisance from 
certain folks in and around Olney by the con- 
stant and vigorous use of the moral sandbag. 
Outside of this he has no strength or standing. 
The evil he hasdone and all his oppressive 
acts have been treasured up him for 
years. Wilson’s enemies will wreak 
vengeance on election-day. 

The foregoing are but a few specimens of 
the episodes which make up the story of his 
life. The old Sixteenth District affords hun- 
dreds of others relative to him, equally as in- 
teresting, — 1 awaiting the development the 
campaign will surely bring about.

MAYOR PECK FOR GOVERNOR. 


That Is the Meaning of the Latest Deal 
Among Wisconsin Democrats, 

MwWavxxx, Wis, Aug. 15.—[ Special.] —A 
big political deal was consummated in Mil- 
waukee today. The deal was engineered by 
the Democratic party leaders, who profess to 
believe that everything is going Democratic 
next fall, and are preparing to put the offices, 
from that of Governor down to the Mayor of 
Milwaukee, in safe hands. The deal in- 
cludes the withdrawal of Peter J. Somers, a 
leading candidate, from the Congressional 
race in the Milwaukee district, leaving John

PRAIRIE FIRES IN WESTERN KANSAS. 


Large Tracts of Land Swept by the Flames 
—The Fire Record. 

Avontsom, Kas., Aug. 15.—[Special. }—Re- 
ports from Western Kdnsas are to the effect 
that prairie fires are raging in spite of efforts 
of the people to check them. In Ford and 
Edwards Counties the fires appear to- break 
from spontaneous combustion and sweep over 
large tracts of country, leaving nothing but 
the bare ground in the track. In the northern 
portion of Ford County a tract twenty miles 
square was burned over inside of two hours.

JACK CHINN USES HIS BOWIE KNIFE. 


The Noted Turfman Does Some Cutting in 
a Nicholasville, Ky., Saloon. 

Lovuisvitzx, Ky., Aug. 15.—[Special. |—Jack 
Chinn, owner of Leonatus and other good 
horses, and widely known as a turfman and 
all round sport, had a fight at Nicholasville 
last night. Night before last Chinn was at 
Nicholasville and in one of the saloons there 
had words with George McCabe of that town 
and a desperate man.

IMPROVEMENT IN THE NORTHWEST. 


The Outlook Better in Minnesota and North 
Dakota, 

St. Part., Minn., Aug. 15.—[Special. ]—Crop 
reports for the week ending today show im- 
provement in almost all parts of Minnesota 
and North Dakota. The thrasher is at work 
in Central Minnesota, and some fields of 
wheat have run to twenty-eight and thirty 
bushels to the acre. In Northern Minnesota 
C. H. Goodsell, Superintendent of the North- 
ern Elevator company, places the yield of 
Ottertail and Grant Counties at twelve bush- 
els, Wilkin and Clay at fourteen, Norman at 
fifteen, and Polk, Marshall, and Kittson at 
eighteen. It is going to grade higher, too, 
than at first predicted. The harvesting season 
is at its height in North Dakota, and the 
estimate of yield has been raised to 18,000,000 
bushels. In the Red River Valley counties 
the average will run slightly over fifteen bush- 
els to the acre. The central counties yield 
eleven bushels and the western from eight to 
ten.

RAILROADS WANT RELIEF 


TRYING TO INDUCE THE INTER-STATE 
COMMISSION TO CHANGE ITS ORDER. 


They Are Willing-to Reduce the Rates, but 
Object to the Discrimination Made by 
the Commission in Favor of St. Louis— 
If a Modification Cannot Be Obtained 
the Rock Island and Alton Will Submit 
to the Commission's Ruling—Other Im- 
portant Railroad News. 

Great precautions were taken by the man- 
agers of the Western roads to prevent the fact 
from leaking out that the Rock Island and 
Alton roads had determined to reduce grain 
rates Sept. 1, in conformity with the order of 
the ‘Inter-State Commerce Commission, and 
that those roads would not join in any move- 
ment to test the validity of the Commission's 
action. That Tax Trung nevertheless got a 


at length, but hold of and published the information was 


the cause of great regret among railroad 
officials. The reason that so much anxiety 
was shown to prevent the fact that the Rock 
Island and Alton had refused to fight the com- 
mission from leaking out was that an effort 
was to be made to induce the commission to 
modify their order for a reduction in rates on 
food products, and it was deemed advisable to 
keep the commission ignorant of the fact that 
the railroads were not unanimous in their op- 
position to the commission’s order. The 
cat having been let out of the 
bag it was deemed inadvisable to make 
any further effort to induce the commission 
to change the rates on corn and grain, but 
that it be urgently requested to modify its 
order in so far as it relates to the differential 
rate of six cents on wheat and five cents on 
corn from all, Missouri River points to St. 
Louis as against the rates to Chicago, Upon 
that point the Chicago west-bound roads are 
aunit. They agree that with a differential 
rate of six cents on wheat and five cents on 
corn in favor of St. Louis all the wheat for 
the seaboard would be diverted via St.

While the Rock Island and Alton are as anx- 
ious to obtain a ruling from the commission 
that would give Chicago an equal showing 
with St. Louis, yet they intend to issue tariffs 
in conformity with the commission’s order if a 
modification cannot be obtained. They think 
the Chicago shippers are more interested in 
preventing discriminations against Chicago 
than the railroads, and it is for them to take 
steps to convince the commission of the in- 
justice of that part of its order which gives 
St. Louis a material advantage over Chicago. 

Thus far the Chicago shippers have taken 
no action in the matter, evidently relying upon 
the railroads to assume all the burden arising 
from the decision of the commission. The 
officials of the Rock Island and Alton think 
that the Chicago shippers will wake up and 
try to have the wrong rectified when they find 
that a compliance with the commission’s 
order by the railroads. seriously affects ‘their 
interests. 

The other roads, however, have decided to 
make a determined effort to induce. the com- 
mission to change its order as regards the 
differentials to St. Louis., As stated yesterday,

ONE-WAY PARTY RATE TICKETS. 


The Pennsylvania Will Sell Them to Par- 
ties of Seven or More. 

The decision recently rendered in the United 
States Court at Cincinnati that the Inter-State 
Commission had no right to prohibit the Bal- 
timore and Ohio from making party rates for 
theatrical parties and that railroads had the 
legal right to issue such party tickets provid- 
ed they were made applicable for everybody 
has had the effect of stopping all disputes as 
regards the sale of party tickets between the 
railroads. The Pennsylvania company, which 
has been the most bitter opponent to the issue 
of party tickets and at whose instance the suit 
against the Baltimore and Ohio was instituted, 
is the first road to come to the front with the 
announcement that commencing Aug. 18, 1890, 
it would resume the sale of so-called one- 
way-party-rate tickets under the following 
regulations and conditions, which are even 
more liberal than those of the Baltimore and 
Ohio: , 

„These tickets are to be sold only to parties 
of not less than seven persons ‘traveling to- 
gether”? (the Baltimore and Ohio sells them 
only to parties of not less than ten persons), 
„and one ticket should be used for the entire 
party; the number of persons, seven, eight, 
ning, etc., as the case may be, to be written in 
with ink in the space provided for that pur- 
pose. The starting point and destination must 
also be filled in with ink. They are to be sold 
only for passage one way, and must not be 
filled for the round trip under nny circum- 
stances. They will be good for inuous 
passage only, and must be stam and limit 
punched for the date upon which they are to 
be used. No stop-over will be allowed. 
These tickets may be sold at the rates 
named, two cents per mile, per ig 
to any party of seven or more persons. They 
will be open to the public; and not confined 
exclusively to theatrical troupes, base-ball 
clubs, minstrel troupes, and parties of that 
kind.”’ 

While a number of railroad. companies de- 
clined to sell party tickets openly, yet it is an 
established fact that most of them did give 
special rates to theatrical parties, minstrel 
troupes, aud similar organizations, but would 
not grant similar concessions to the public. 
The Pennsylvania, however, held strictly to 
its ition not to sell party tickets to any- 
body. In adopting a party ticket that is ap- 
plicable for everybody the Pennsylvania has 
set an example that other roads will have to 
follow. and it will have the good effect of stop 
ping the discrimination heretofore’ made in 
favor of certain parties only. 


VIOLATIONS OF THE FOURTH SECTION. 


Important Decision by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission has 
just rendered an important decision in a case 
brought by the San Bernardino Board of 
Trade, charging a number of the reads west 
of the Missouri River with violation of the 
fourth section of the Inter-State,Commerce 


act (long and short haul clause). The com- 


plainants in this case alleged that the defend- 
ants, which are members of the Transcon- 
tinental Association, have issued and are 
operating under schedules of joint rates from 
the Missouri River, St. Louis, Chicago, etc., 
to Los Angeles, Cal. That San Bernardino is 
a station on the California Central railway and 
is a less distance than Los Angeles from each 
of said localities in the same direction, over 
the same lines.

Features from Bilis of Lading. 

The action of the joint committee of the 
Trunk Lines and Central Traffic Associations 
in striking out the words “not negotiable” 
from the new uniform bill of lading gives 
general satisfaction to shippers. The uncon- 
ditional surrender of the railroads in that 
matter gives the shippers hope that they will 
succeed in inducing the railroads to remove all 
the other obnoxious features from the new bill 
of lading. They propose to keep up the fight 
until the railroads will consent to amend the 


various conditions of the bill so as to make 


the railroads responsible for damage,. loss, 
ete., caused to freight in transit through the 
negligence of railroads, 
The prevailing opinion is that the railroads 
cannot relieve iselves from their responsi- 
bihty as common carriers by any conditions 
they may place on the bills of lading. The 
courts have frequently decided that condi- 
tions printed ona bill of lading do not make it 
a binding contract and will not relieve the rail- 
roads from the ordinary responsibilities devolv- 
ing upon common carriers. In view of this fact 
most of the 3 will, no doubt, accept 
the new bill of lading, and in case of damage 
or loss of freight in transit they will seek re- 
dress in the courts if the railroatis refuse to 
make good the losses resulting therefrom. The 
probability is, however, that the railroads 
will promptly pay all reasonable claims for 
loss and damage, notwithstanding the provis- 
ions in the new bill of lading. Their refusal 
to do so would pee them to lose their best 
patrons. It is a§well established fact that ship- 
ip by those roads which are 
paying claims for dam " 
tc. A road tha is known to be backw in 
liquidating claims for damages, etc., can get 
little if any business. Carriers, therefore, who 
are anxious to get business will not hesitate to 
assure their patrons that all their claims for 
loss or damage will be promptly settled,’ not- 
withstanding the provisions to the contrary in 
the new bill of lading.

Queary of Ohio published his rejection of the 
doctrines of the resurrection of the body and 
the Virgin birth of Jesus, Episcopal papers 
have contended that, as a matter of personal 
honor, he ought to retire from the Episcopal 
ministry. But he replies ugh the Southern 
Churchman that he no such intention, 
having merely exercised the liberty of opinion 
allowed him under the constitution of the 
church.

The Episcopal Church is a Protestant church 
which utterly rejects the dogma. of ecelesiastical 
infallibility, and offers her creeds and articles as 
the summaries of what uninsp logians, 
the fathers, and the reformers considered the 
truth. But those formulas are no more unaltera- 
ble or infallible than the Constitution of the 
United States is. On the contrary, the sixth arti- 
cle is tothe other articles what the article on 
amendments is to the Constitution.

For all the questions following the first, 
read the charming little monograph on 
Thiers, written by Paul de Remusat and 
translated (in shortened form) by Melville 
Anderson. Itis but a duodecimo of 238 pages, 
yet its covers inclose more wit, sense, knowl- 

and interest than are found in many a 
ponderous tome of large pretense. 

Thiers himself wrote the grandest work on 
Napoleon I.; The Consulate and the Empire, 

glimpses of its progress and its conclusions 
pear in this memoir. He'was a supporter 
of the Bourbons after their restoration in 1816, 
and the house of Orleans after 1830. He was 
in the opposition under Napoleon III., and he 
served most nobly the present French Repub- 
lic in its troubled infancy—the defeat by Ger- 
many, the revolt of the Commune, the pay- 
ment of the war debt, and the establishment 
of the constitutional system. His memoir 
is the history of France during his day; a 
history interesting in proportion to its un- 
* Blessed is the land whose annals 
are dull reading! Those of France are the 
very Contrary. 
hiers’ picture of Napoleon III. is con- 
temptuous. A feebler villain never flourished. 
He kept a mysterious silence to conceal his 
mental vacuity—people thought he was schem- 
ing, when in fact he was only pretending to 
scheme.

THE POPULATION OF NEW ENGLAND. 


Gains and Losses in Teh Years—Representa- 
tion in Congress. . 

Boston, Mass,, Aug. 9.—A dispatch to the 
Journal from: Washington says: A state- 
ment as to the results df the census prepared 
here from te data indicates that the re- 
turns when complete will show that there has 
been little or no increase in the rural popula- 
tion of New England and the Middle States in 
the last decade. The six New England States 
will, it is expected, lose six or seven members 
of Congress at the next apportionment. Mas- 
sachusetts, where two-thirds of the population 
live in cities, is not affected as much as other 
States. New York suffers almost as much as 
New There are four counties in 
New York State,where the rural population is 
not only less than in 1880, but less than in 
1860, districts which will lose represen- 
tation are all Republican, but the loss thus oc- 
casioned will be offset by large gains in the 
Republican States of the West.“ 

In Massachusetts there are, according to 
tables published by the Journal, gains in 
every county except Barnstable, which loses 
as comp with the census of 1885, 628 of 
her population. The total in the State is 
2,194,586, In 1885 the bureau of which Mr. 
Wedlin is chief estimated, on the ratio of 
growth for previous years, that the State’s 
pea by the census just concluded would 

e 2,112,746, and the result shows that the 
State is not falling behind its ratio. It has 
been stated that the new ratio for Congress- 
men will approximate 181,000. If this be the 
case, Massachusetts will be entitled to the 
— number of Congressmen as at present, 
twelve. 


HOW ARE YOU OFF FOR SHOES? 


The Price of Leather Is Rising Very Rap- 
idly. 

New York World: The price of shoes is go- 
ing up. Quietly and without any unnecessary 
stir hides and leather have been advancing in 
price within the last few months until mat- 
ters have finally reached the point where the 
shoe manufacturers are contemplating an ad- 
vance in their prices of fully 10 per cent. In 
fact, at certain points this rise has already 
been made. On account of the large stocks 
on hand in the retailers’ stores this advance 
may not be noticed for some time, but it will 
eventually be felt. 

The original cause of the high prices is the 
scarcity of hides, which are now selling at 
from 83 to 40 per cent more than they 
brought in the spring; an advance that has 
not been equaled since the year 1879. Fin- 
ished calfskins have gone up in sympathy 
five cents a pound, oak slaughter one cent, 
8 sole two cents, and so on all along 

e line. 

A big advance has also been made in patent- 
leather. During the last week the Patent- 
Leather Manufacturers’ Association of New- 
ark, in which city fully 95 per cent of the pat- 
ent-leather in this country is made, decided 
upon an all-around advance of 10 per cent in 
the prices hitherto prevailing. last 
agreement will probably be lived up to, as 
large forfeits are to be paid for its violation. 
It is likely that another meeting of the asso- 
ciation will be held this week.

The sixth of the thirty-nine articles, to 
which Mr. MaeQueary refers for his justifica- 
tion, is to this effect:

WHAT TEARS ARE MADE OF, 


Those of Joy and Grief Are Just the Same, 
and Are Mostly Water. 

The principal element in the composition of 
a tear, as may readily be supposed, says the 
Brooklyn Standard, is water. The other ele 
ments are salt, soda, phosphate of soda, and 
mucus, each in small proportions. A dried 
tear seen through a microscope of good, aver- 
age power represents a peculiar appearance, 
The water after evaporation leaves behind it 
the saline ingredients, which amalgamate and 
form themselves into lengthened cross lines, 
and look like a number of minute fish bones, 
The makeup is just the same whether the tears 
are for joy or grief. 

The tears are secreted in what are called the 
“ lachrymal glands,” situated over the eyeball 
and underneath the lid. The contents of 
these glands are carried along and under the 
inner surface of the eyelids means of six

Will the Human Race Become Hideous as 
It Advances? 
London Spectator: Beauty is a result of 
circumstances, such as personal freedom and 
mode of life and of continuous diet, not of 
intelligence, and still less of the acquisition of 
knowledge, which latter can only benefit the 
individual, whose features are fixed past 
serious change before study is even begun. 
A man or a woman inherits his or her face, 
and mental habitude, though it may greatly 


affect its meaning, can no more alter its shape 


than assiduous training can turn a smooth 
fox-terrier into the wiry kind from Airedale. 
It may even be doubted, strange as many will 
deem the assertion, whether continuous educa- 
tion will produce beauty, whether the growth 
of intelligence will even in ages yield the phys- 
ical t which we notice the authors of 
Utopias always assume, as if it were a scien- 
tifically demonstrable consequence of the new 
society. The most beautiful black race in 
Africa, a tribe in Nyassaland, on whose looks 
even missionaries grow eloquent, and who are 
really as perfect. as bronze statues, are as ig- 
norant as fishes, and though they have discov- 
ered the use of fire have never risen to the 
conception of clothes of any kind. 

Otaheitan, when discovered, was 
as uncultured as the Papuan 
now is; yet the former approached as nearly 
to positive beauty as the latter does to pos- 
itive deformity. e keenest race in Asia, 
and, as all who know them assert, the strong- 
est in character, the Chinese, is decidedly the 
liest of semi-civilized mankind; while the 
indoo, if sufficiently fed, is,even when as 
ignorant as an animal, almost invariably 
handsome. The Circassians, who know noth- 
ing and are rather stupid than exceptionally 
intelligent, are physically a faultless race, far 
more 80 the Germans, who, though the 
best trained people in the world, display a 
marked commonness of feature, as if the 

sculptor, Nature, had used good clay, 

ut taken no trouble about the modeling. 

Some of the very ablest — them belon 
to the flat-n puffy-cheeked, loose-lip 
variety. 

The keenest race in the world and probably 
the one most susceptible to culture, the Jew, 
presents few types of beauty, being usually at 
once hook-nosed and flabby-cheeked, though 
in physique, as in thought, that race occasion- 
ally throws out transcendent examples. The 
tamed Arabs of Egypt, who seem to possess 
poor brains and of course have no education, 
are often extraordinarily handsome; while in 
1860 the dest head in Asia, a head which 
every artist copied as his ideal of Jove, be- 
longed to an Arab horse-dealer, who, outside 
his trade, knew nothing..

The royal caste, which has been 
cultivated for 1,000 years, seldom produces 
beautiful men, and still seldomer beautiful 
women; most Princesses, though sometimes 
dignified, having been marked, as to features, 
by a certain ordinariness often wanting in the 
poor, and especially the poor of certain dis- 
tricts, like Devon in land and Arles and 
Marseilles in France. von is no better 
taught than Suffolk, buf mark the difference in 
peasant forms. In the last century the ablest 
men in Europe were remarkable for a certain 
superfiuity of flesh, of which Gibbon’s face is 
the best known and most absurd example; 
and in our own time, intellect, even heredit- 
ary intell is constantly found dissociated 
from good looks, and even from distinction, 
some of the ablest men being externally heavy 
and „ and some of the ablest women 
veal ne by an indefiniteness of cheek and 
chin, as if they had been carved by the fingers 
in — 2 No stranger ever saw Tennyson 
without turning round, but Browning would 
have passed unnoticed in any English or Aus- 
trian crowd. The air of physical refinement, 
which is what continuous culture should give, 
is precisely the air which is often lacking 
among the cultivated, as it is also in many 
aristocratic families. Indeed, though caste 
must mean more or less heredi culture, it 
is doubtful if it secures beauty.

ARE CLEVER WRITERS. 


Senora Bazan’s Review of Modern Spanish 
Female Writers—The Present Century 
Has Brought Deliverance from Feminine 
Ignorance—443 Women Who Write— 
Poets in the Majority—Dona de Melgar, 
Journalist, Novelist, Dramatist, Essayist, 
—“Fernan Caballero,” the Realist. 

The educational ideals and attainments of 
Spanish women were authoritatively sketched 
by one of the most noted of them, Dofia 
Emilia Pardo Bazän, in an article in the Fort- 
nightly, something more than a year ago—an 
article of which the Spanish original 1s just 
now appearing for the first time in Aspana 
Moderna. Roughly speaking she makes the 
present century in Spain one that marks a 
decided emergence for women from the pro- 
found ignorance characteristic of them in the 
eighteenth century, while it has not yet suc- 
ceeded in equaling the achievements of the 
Renaissance. 

At the time of the Renaissance Spanish women, 
whose learning equaled their piety, far from con- 
tenting themselves with no education, or with 
only a superficial one, held r of 
rhetoric and Latin, like Isabel Galindo, or 
widened the domain of philosophic speculation, 
like Oliva Sabuca. In the 8 century 
these traditions were so utterly lost it was 


considered dangerous to teach girls the alphabet 
on the ground that if they were able to read and 
write ight correspond with their sweet- 
hearts. T have heard it told of a great-grand- 
mother of mine, of noble family (grandees, in 
fact) that she was obliged to learn to write by her 
herself, copying the letters from a printed book, 
eg : pointed stick for pen and mulberry juice 

r ink. 

In good keeping with this is what Valera 
writes in his El Comendador Mendoza (a 
novel laid in the last of the eighteenth cent- 


ury): s

This reference of the trouble to the prefer- 
ences of the men is abundantly supported by 
Sefiora Bazin, who says: For the Spaniard, 
I do not hesitate to say, however liberal and 
advanced his ideas may be, the ideal of wom- 
an is not in the future but in the past. 
Men -have gained rights and — 9 in 
which women have no share.“ Nevertheless, 
the prospect is brightening: “ Although there 
still exist men who commend absolute igno- 
rance in women, the majority are beginning 
to prefer, at least in practical life, a wife who, 
without being ambitious of solid and serious 
instruction, has a shadow, veneer, or varnish 
of schooling which makes her presentable.” 
„Few indeed are the avocations which are 
open to women in Spain, but fewer still are 
the women of the middle class who can make 
up their minds to exercise them. A few years 
ago, a lady, Martina Castells, graduated in 
medicine, The illustrated papers published 
her portrait as that of a remarkable and 
singular female.“ 

A very striking and practical contribution 
to the question of the education of Spanish 
women, which reveals as clearly as anything 
could the partial recovery of the old ideals, is 
the series of articles published in several num- 
bers of Espana Moderna within the last year, 
written by Don M. Ossorio y Bernard, and en- 
titled Notes for a Dictionary of Female 
Spanish Writers of the Ninteenth Century.“ 
Taking in all of Spain and her colonial posses- 
sions, the compiler presents a list of some 443 
names. A large number of these—perhaps fifty 
—van be at once dismissed as of slight signifi- 
cance, their literary activity being confined 
to having competed once or twice in the poet- 
ical contests so common in Spain,or to having 
contributed a poem to one of the yearly 
albums presented to the Queen. Among 
the rest figure many whose chief work in lit- 
erature has been in the humble disguise of 
translators, and not a few whose writi have 
seen the light only in the columns of news- 
papers. There remains, however, a goodly 
array of poets, dramatists, novelists, writers 
on ogy and elementary science, together 
with a half-dozen names whose eminence 
fairly calis for a distinct place in the history 
of modern Spanish literature. 

A Crowd of Poets. 

Of the whole catalogue a prodigious propor- 
tion—cértainly one-half—is credited to poetry. 
The traditional facility with which Spanish 
verse can be written is thus exemplified afresh 
in the results of the new education of Spanish 
women. As a distinguished Spanish critic, 
Fray Benito Jeronimo Feijoo, has ventured to 
say of the men who write poetry, The num- 
ber of those who make couplets is infinite, but 
nowhere is there a poet, it may not be too 
ungallant to suppose that the women who are

A Book Which Throws a Bright Light 
Upon the Ladder by Which Social Am-

In a week or two alittle volume will be 
given to the American people telling all and 
sundry how to become social suecesses in Lon 


don. It will be called “Mrs. Jonathan 


Abroad,“ and will deal with the Americans 
who have attained social recognition in En- 
gland. Mrs. John W. Mackay heads the list, 
of course, among the commoners, and the 
Duchess of Marlborough among people of 
noble birth. Incidentally the book pitches 
into some of the people who are struggling 
for social recognition, notably Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles William Bonynge. It will be remem- 
bered that there was much newspaper talk 
when their daughter was presented at court. 

Extracts from the forthcoming volume are 
given below. They throw a curious light on 
the struggle for social supremacy under the 
good Queen. Every season, says the 
author, brings forth social exploiters who 
seek by every trick and device to make use of 
the American Embassy and worm their way 
into a society which does not want them and 
to the entrée to which they are not entitled. 
Following out the tactics of,others who have 
been successful at this game these social ad- 
venturers put forth the most pre- 
posterous pretensions as to their social 
status in the United States, trusting to British 
ignorance of American affairs to escape de- 
tection. The shameful fact cannot be denied 
that there are persons well placed in society 
who are willing to lend their influence for a 
monetary consideration, and these persons 
find in the aforesaid social adventurers eager

Prince Ferdi- 
nand di Colonna, who is a handsome man of 
30, is the direct descendant of a family of 
Princes who date their ancestry back to Salad- 
in—a family which numbers in its members 
the superb Cardinal Lepanto, the patron of 
Michael Angelo. The Colonna family stands 
at the head of Italian nobility, and is greater 
in honor, richer in lineage, and more famed 
in history was ever Italy’s oldest line of 
Kings.” 


How the Bonynges Rose, 

Here is how one family typical of many has 
risen to social prominence.
